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World Power, Not Police 


Arthur J. Goldberg, retiring United States Ambas­ 
sador to the United Nations, surfimcd up his concept 
of American foreign policy as he was nearing the end 
of his serv ice in the world organization. It is the v ery 
sensible position that the United States mast continue 
to accept its responsibilities as a world power, but that 
it is under- no compulsion to be a world policeman. 
The United States should reject the illusion of Iso­ 
lation in a "fortress America," as well as the opposite 
illusion of an America that is all-powerful and all­ 
wise, Goldberg added. His test of such a policy would 
be that of a great and responsible world power which 
seeks to foster the great aims of the United Nations. 
Goldberg Is under no impression that the United 
Nations as it is now constituted can keep peace in the 
world. His conception is that until the nations of the 
world acknowledge that the United Nations or some 
other impartial and effectiv e international agency is 
designed to keep the peace, control national arma­ 
ments, negotiate peaceful settlements, adv ance hu­ 
man rights and facilities social and economic progress, 
there will he no security . 
A majority of Americans might grant that the 
abov e sentiments sound ideal. But as the United Na­ 
tions now stands, with the v eto power which the USSR 
uses against ev ery forward mov e attempted, and with 
this same Red nation’s ase of the United Nations as 
an influence, espionage and proi>agar>ria v ehicle, sup­ 
ported by United States citizens’ tax es, the consensus 
is that the UN needs a complete ov erhaul to be effec­ 
tiv e or ev en bearable from our point of v iew. Nonethe­ 
less, a world forum is v ital. Many small and perhaps 
great wars hav e been prev ented by it. 


Draft Card Burning 


By upholding the 1965 law’ which makes it a crime 
to bum or otherwise destroy or mutilate a draft card, 
the Supreme Court rejected the plea that burning a 
draft card was sy mbolic of an ex pression of dissent. 
It held the act was not permissible under the first 
Amendment to the Constitution. 
The 7 to 1 decision by Chief Earl Warren strongly 
endorsed the right of Congress to strengthen the Selec­ 
tiv e Serv ice act under its power to raise armies in the 
national defense. The lone dissent, by Justice William 
O. Douglas, was on the ground that since there is no 
declaration of war, Congress had no right to bar card 
burning. Warren swept that argument away by say ing 
Congress did hav e that right under the law. 
The decision will not hav e wide effect. Card burning 
v irtually came to a halt after the law was passed. 
Now, protestors mail their cards to their draft boards. 
Twenty -six were prosecuted under the 1965 law’, 16 
conv icted, 6 await trial and 2 were dismissed when 
defendants were conv icted of other offenses and two 
others were dismissed when defendants were found 
mentally incompetent to stand trial. 
The near-unanimous v ote of the court and its strong 
opinion in fav or of the law should discourage future 
draft protest activ ity . Anti-war protestors know now 
they will not find a sy mpathetic forum if they take 
their cases to the Supreme Court. 


Life Trium pha nt 


Afflicted with blindness and deafness for all but 
the first 18 months of her long life of nearly 8 8 y ears, 
Helen Keller learned not only to speak and to read but 
to write with a grace and facility that almost made 
one forget her handicaps and the magnitude of her 
accomplishment 
In a v ery real way , Helen Keller was not handi­ 
capped hut priv ileged. It is those who possess and 
nev er appreciate the senses she was denied who are 
the handicapped ones. From the depths of her light- 
less and soundless mind, she reached out and touched 
the world and saw’ and heard it more clearly than 
many who are unable to look bey ond appearances 
or who hav e nev er been shorn of ev ery thing but the 
fundamental resources of their own inner selv es. 
Helen Keller’s triumphant life w’as also the triumph 
of her dev oted teacher, Annie Sulliv an, who led a 
frightened and angry little girl out of the darkness of 
incomprehensible chaos and a loneliness impossible 
to imagine into a light of awareness and self-under­ 
standing. 
Their story is a classic of the human spirit’s 
refusal to submit to fate, no matter how seemingly 
insuperable the obstacles. It was and alway s will be 
an inspiration, not only to others similarly afflicted 
but to ev ery one who is ev er told of Helen Keller.

Cap itol 
itself—was 
at­ 
tack ed by "demonstrators.” 
Some of them brok e windows, 
and more than 400 sou ght to 
force an entrance. Bu t noth­ 
ing was done abou t the dis­ 
tu rbance ex cep t to p u t a p o­ 
lice cordon arou nd the bu ild­ 
ing. The idea seems to be to 
let "demonstrators” ex ercise 
the 
max imu m 
"freedom.” 
This has an effect on other 
citizens who are watchers. 
It will be argu ed that there 
was no “demonstration" when 
Senator 
Kennedy 
was 
at­ 
tack ed. The fact is. howev er, 
that mentally deranged p er­ 
sons with an inner desire to 
k ill those with whom they dis­ 


agree seek to destroy the life 
of a person at a moment 
when he is being applauded. 
It is to be noted that nearly 
ev ery one of the Presidential 
assassinations hav e occurred 
in public places and where 
crowds were surrounding the 
v ictim. President William Mc­ 
Kinley was 
shaking 
hands 
with a long line of tourists at 
the Pan-American Ex position 
in Buffalo. N. Y., in 1901 when 
a 
man of anarchist back­ 
ground appeared with a ban­ 
daged hand. It hid a pistol, 
and 
the 
assassin 
suddenly 
opened fire and fatally wound­ 
ed the Chief Ex ecutiv e. 
President John F. Kennedy 
was driv ing through streets 
lined with cheering crowds 
when the opportunity came to 
Lee Harv ey Oswald, a man of 
unbalanced mind, to kill the 
35th President of the United 
States Now the brother of the 
late President Kennedy has 
been shot in the midst of a 
crowd by a man who is said 
to hav e cried out: "I did it 
for my country ." 
Methods 
of 
safeguarding 
Presidents and other public 
figures in crowds hav e failed 
to be completely successful. 
It may be that no assured 
means of protection can be 
dev ised. But certainly a start 
could he made if the sale of 
guns were regulated, and if 
purchasers had to get a li­ 
cense. Requirement for this 
should 
include ev idence 
of 
mental stability as well as 
proof of an intention to use 
the gun for lawful purposes. 
Congress has been try ing 
pass a gun control law. but 
has not put its finger on the 
real 
issue — the 
ease 
with 
which guns are bought by 
irresponsible persons.

Dear George: 
This morning I got up early 
as usual to do some work and 
noticed that the UPI ticker 
in the other room was clatter­ 
ing away , which so early in 
the morning is not usual. I 
went in to see what had ex ­ 
cited it and found that Sen­ 
ator Robert Kennedy had been 
shot. Already news bulletins 
were coming in from around 
the world ex pressing shock 
and bewilderment. Some of 
this reaction, noting that three 
prominent 
Americans 
had 
been shot in fiv e y ears, won­ 
dered why . 
Hav e we become a nation 
where v iolence is a way of 
life? Other people arc asking 
this about us It’s a question 
we must face. 
The tragedy Is that Senator 
Kennedy ’s colleagues in the 
Senate hav e not faced it. Only 
last month they v oted on the 
side of v iolence by refusing to 
pass an adequate gun control 
Dill. And only last week the 
House Way s and Means Com­ 
mittee approv ed a policy of 
spending money for war and 
v iolence and of cutting back 
on schools, antipov erty and 
the things that would keep 
nonv iolence. 
A Nation of Violence 
I thought about all this as 
I read the news ticker report­ 
ing the tragic story of the 
assassination of Senator Ken­ 
nedy . I wonder whether we 
could really defend the charge 
of our critics that we hav e 
become a nation of v iolence. 
I remember the murder of 
Medgar Ev ers, the leader of 
the NAACP in Mississippi who 
was shot from ambush. The 
man charged with his assas­ 
sination, By ron De La Beck­ 
with. was twice tried, but the 
juries failed to conv ict. Many 
people in Mississippi seemed 
to approv e the murder: so 
that Beckwith ran for Lieu­ 
tenant Gov ernor and rolled up 
a sizeable v ote. His brother, 


Charles did not become bitter. 
He said the people must hav e 
lov e in their hearts, must rely 
on lov e not hate and he went 
out to work for better racial 
understanding. 
I think that is the key point 
that Americans must remem 
ber today . We must liv e and 
lov e and work by the rule of 
lov e, not v iolence and hate. 
So far, most of us hav en’t 
done this. Of course, we can’t 
legislate 
for 
lov e. 
Passing 
laws don’t help much. Lov e 
has to come from being with 
people and working with peo 
pie 
through 
schools 
a n d 
churches, 
clubs 
and 
labor 
unions. 
But we can legislate against 
hate and especially against 
the weapons of hate. Here 
again we hav en’t done this. 
The Senate this spring de­ 
bated a gun control bill pro­ 
posed by President Johnson, 
but it got nowhere. 
The National Rifle Associa­ 
tion and other gun lobby ists 
were too strong. Members of 
the 
Senate 
are 
supposedly 
honorable, but some of them 
are also cowardly men. They 
put v ote from pheasant hunt­ 
ers and sporting goods stores 
and rifle clubs ahead of the 
safety of presidents and the 
safety of the public. It was 
not that these senators con­ 
doned v iolence, it was that 
they wanted v otes. So desnite 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy fiv e y ears before 
and the murder of Dr. Martin 
Luther King only a few day s 
before, they v oted a gun con­ 
trol bill which is a sham. 
The man who led the fight 
against gu n control was Sen­ 
ator Roman Hruska. the Ne­ 
braskan Republican. He was 
incorrigible in his stand that 
the right to shoot came ahead 
of the right of safety . Bu t 
some other Senators joined 
him such as George McGov ­ 
ern from the great pheasant 
state of South Dakota. Gale 
McGee from the big game 
state of Wy oming. Mike Mans­ 
field and Lee Metcalf from 
Montana. Muskie from Maine 
where they hunt Moose. Nel­ 
son and Prox mire of Wiscon­ 


sin, all Democrats, all Intel­ 
ligent senators. 
Roll Call for Violence 
Other senators who did not 
come 
from 
hunting 
states 
joined them, such as Scott of 
Pennsy lv ania. Hickenlooper of 
Iowa. Baker of Tennessee and 
Dirksen of Illinois, all Repub­ 
licans. Some day soon I am 
going to publish this signifi­ 
cant roll call. For the sen­ 
ators who v oted for the wea 
pons of v iolence are going to 
liv e with it and answer to 
their children and to their 
consciences for a long time to 
come. One of the tragedies of 
that debate was that the gun 
lobby started a 
whispering 
campaign that the gun con 
trol bill would prev ent white 
people from buy ing weapons 
to guard their homes against 
Negro rioters. The truth is 
that the rioters almost nev er 
attack the homes of white 
people. The casualty list of 
those killed and injured in 
race riots is nearly all black. 
Furthermore, the gun control 
bill which President Johnson 
urged on the Senate would not 
hav e interfered with the right 
of law abiding citizens to 
purchase guns. It would hav e 
prev ented certain shipments 
across state lines and required 
guns to be purchased person 
ally , not by mail 
as Lee 
Harv ey Oswald purchased the 
gun which murdered Presi­ 
dent Kennedy . 
Ev en so. a majority of the 
Senate v oted no. So today 
some of our big cities are 
bristling 
arsenals 
of 
both 
Negroes and white bent <on 
defending themselv es not with 
better understanding but the 
weapons of hate. 
This is y our last week of 
school. I know that y ou can t 
do much about these problems 
of hate and v iolence now. But 
some day y ou can. Someday 
y ou and the other boy s who 
are 
graduating 
from 
high 
school will be able to do a 
great deal. I hope y ou will 
make this country a safer 
place than y our fathers and 
grandfathers hav e made it 
today . 
Lov e, y our grandfather.

Rebels against American so­ 
ciety find encouragement not 
alone in their own rising num­ 
bers but in the lessening re­ 
straints they and all Ameri­ 
cans encounter today . 
The permissiv eness of par­ 
ents is now an old story . It 
ex tends to them as well as 
their children. Less and less is 
their v oice heard in demand 
that people conform to rule 
and perform up to some rea­ 
sonable standard. 
Tolerance of misbehav ior is 
at an incredible lev el. Crimes 
like shoplifting or thefts from 
hotels are almost accepted by 
some people as normal con­ 
duct. 
Some of the y oung publicly 
•decry the lack of morality in 
their elders, and then reduce 
the cry to utter hy pocrisy by 
outstealing them, cheating the 
airlines 
by 
fasify ing 
their 
age to gain y outh fares, cy n­ 
ically 
misrepresenting their 
phy sical 
condition 
to 
draft 
boards, 
and 
forging 
docu­ 
ments of all sorts with aban­ 
don. 
The pay ment of penalty for 
offenses against tne law is 
deemed by many to be some­ 
thing which can fairly be de­ 
manded only of the other fel­ 
low. If the call for amnesty 
by offending students at Co­ 
lumbia Univ ersity seems out­ 
rageous, it should be remem­ 
bered that countless Ameri­ 
cans want a kind of perma­ 
nent amnesty from charges 


for traffic v iolation, v andal­ 
ism, petty theft and similar 
offenses. 
The worst of all this is the 
steady growth of the notion 
that to demand better of the 
American citizen, of whatev er 
age, is somehow to v iolate 
the fundamental precepts of 
democracy . 
Our democratic sy stem does 
indeed seek to safeguard and 
dignify the indiv idual, but its 
protections are in no way in­ 
tended to prov ide a shield for 
behav ior which transgresses 
the law 
and tramples the 
rights of others. 
Liberty in their country ii 
much more than the freedom 
to do what one wishes regard­ 
less of the consequenses. It is 
the guarantor of the responsi- 
able free man, not the liber - 
tine who would break all con­ 
v ention and defy all authority . 
Bey ond question, the sy stem 
we hav e must be responsiv e 
to the general public will. And 
as the population grows, afflu­ 
ence increases and education 
flourishes more widely , that 
will must be fashioned from 
many , many more indiv idual 
v oices. 
In a world of ev er swifter 
change, the mechanisms of 
democracy may seem painful­ 
ly slow and outdated. Obv ious­ 
ly , they must be modernized 
to permit qiiicker response to 
an enlarged public will. 
It is something else again to 
call for the wrecking of the 
sy stem, or to make impossible 
demands 
upon 
it 
demands 
that either deal with matters 


bey ond a democratic gov ern­ 
ment’s control or that could 
not be met without bringing on 
its own ex tinction. 
Ex amples of such demands 
are slogans like "End Racism 
Now," “ Abolish the Military " 
or "Human Dignity for All.” 
As Prof. James Q. Wilson of 
Harv ard observ es in a New 
York Times magazine article, 
conflict which is stirred ov er 
such demands is related most­ 
ly to sy mbolic v alues rather 
than 
to 
attainable specific 
goals. 
To the ex tent that conflict 
of this sort is pressed in ex ­ 
treme and ev en v iolent way s, 
the democratic sy stem is im­ 
periled. For those who lay im­ 
possible emands upon it plain­ 
ly seek to discredit and per­ 
haps to destroy it. 
Furthermore, ex treme and 
v iolent 
pressure 
by 
rebels 
urging one set of impossible 
demands sooner or later will 
be met by some kind of coun­ 
terforce 
by 
competing 
» x - 
tremists with their own cata­ 
logue of impossible demands. 
Once the balancing spirits of 
accommodation is weakened 
or lost, the minorities which 
must make up peaceful work­ 
ing majqrities become war­ 
ring minorities. Those who 
mistakenly argue that "v io­ 
lence works” because it some­ 
times seems to produce short- 
time gains will then learn the 
larger lesson that v iolence 
works only to beget v iolence 
and to wipe out the crucial 
v alues preserv ed by peaceful 
accommodation.

Lea d ership Pro b lems

WASHINGTON-Leadership 
riv alries appear to be plagu­ 
ing the poor people’s cam­ 
paign just as it promised to 
plague "the pharoahs in Con­ 
gress” for more aid to the 
worst-off Americans. 
Leaders o l I n d i a n s and 
Spanish-speaking 
Americans 
hav e conducted separate-but- 
equal 
demonstrations, 
aloof 
from the main body of march­ 
ers under the Southern Chris­ 
tian Leadership Conference. 
The Rev . Ralph Dav id Aber­ 
nathy , Conference president, 
has switched field command­ 
ers and approv ed a step-up in 
the campaign pace. 
Hosea Williams, 42. an old 
standby in 
the organization 
once headed by the late Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., has 
taken ov er daily demonstra­ 
tions. 
Williams replaced the Rev . 
Jesse Jackson, 26, 
who was 
sent to Chicago to take charge 
of “ action cadres” in 15 ma­ 
jor cities to support the Wash­ 
ington group in case its mem­ 
bers get jailed. 
Abernathy was reported to 
be displeased by Jackson's 
dramatic tactic of sending 
about 150 marchers to lunch 
at the Agriculture Department 
cafeteria, running up a tab 
of $292.66 
and then not pay ­ 
ing it. At the time, Jackson 


said the bill would be com­ 
pared to the amount the na­ 
tion owed the poor to see who 
owed whom. 
Less than 24 hours later, 
howev er, Abernathy appeared 
with the money , in cash, to 
settle the account. 
Atty . Gen. Ramsey Clark 
was reported to hav e threat­ 
ened to prosecute Jackson un­ 
less the bill was paid prompt­ 
ly . 
A 
Justice 
Department 
spokesman declined to com­ 
ment on the report. 
At any rate, Williams has 
taken ov er the most v isible 
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role in the campaign—leader 
of the hundreds of demon­ 
strators who hav e so far v is­ 
ited Capitol Hill, the Suprertie 
Court, Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare and 
the Justice Department, 
i 
Clark refused to see the 
large crowd of 150 or more 
but sent word through an aide 
that he would welcome a dele­ 
gation of 20. The marchers 
rejected that compromise, i 
Earlier y esterday a group 
of Indians showed up in the 
lobby of the National Press 
Club to protest news cov erage 
of their march on the Su­ 
preme Court last week. The 
Indian 
leaders 
denounced 
“ sensationalism” and scortd 
the absence of concern w$h 
real problems of pov erty . * 
A Spanish-speaking grojip 
v isited the Embassy of Mex ­ 
ico under the leadership Jof

militant l e a d e r from the 
southwest. He wanted to com­ 
plain about alleged v iolations 
of an 1848 treaty whereby 
scendants of Spanish sett]

The big "Solidarity Day ” 
march set for June 19 is in the 
hands of another leader, alfeo 
outside SCLC, Bay ard Rustin 
of New York City . He has con­ 
ferred with Clark and Aber­ 
nathy but appears to hajrc 
power to act without a v eto 
from the campai^a-leaderj: 
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World Power, Not Police 


Arthur J. Goldberg, retiring United States Ambas­ 
sador to the United Nations, summed up his concept 
of American foreign policy as he was nearing the end 
of his service in the world organization. It is the very 
sensible position that the United States must continue 
to accept its responsibilities as a world power, but that 
it is under no compulsion to be a world policeman. 
The United States should reject the illusion of Iso­ 
lation in a “fortress America,” as well as the opposite 
illusion of an America that is all-powerful and all­ 
wise, Goldberg added. His test of such a policy would 
be that of a great and responsible world power which 
seeks to foster the great aims of the United Nations. 
Goldberg is under no impression that the United 
Nations as it is now constituted can keep peace in the 
world. His conception is that until the natioas of the 
world acknowledge that the United Nations or some 
other impartial and effective international agency is 
designed to keep the peace, control national arma­ 
ments, negotiate peaceful settlements, advance hu­ 
man rights and facilities social and economic progress, 
there will be no security. 
A majority of Americans might grant that the 
above sentiments sound ideal. But as the United Na­ 
tions now stands, with the veto J lower which the USSR 
uses against every' forward move attempted, and with 
this same Red nation’s use of the United Nations as 
an influence, espionage and propaganda vehicle, sup­ 
ported by United States citizens’ taxes, the consensus 
is that the UN needs a complete overhaul to be effec­ 
tive or even bearable from oui’ point of view. Nonethe­ 
less, a world forum Is vital. Many small and perhaps 
great war's have been prevented by it. 


Draft Card Burning 


By upholding the 1965 law which makes it a crime 
to bum or otherwise destroy or mutilate a draft can!, 
the Supreme Court rejected the plea that burning a 
draft carri was symbolic* of an expression of dissent. 
It held the act was not permissible under the first 
Amendment to the Constitution. 
The 7 to I decision by Chief Earl Warren strongly 
endorsed the right of Congress to strengthen the Selec­ 
tive Service act under its power to raise armies in the 
national defense. The lone dissent, by Justice William 
O. Douglas, was on the ground that since there is no 
declaration of war, Congress had no right to bar card 
burning. Warren swept that argument away by saying 
Congress did have that right under the law*. 
The decision will not have w ide effect. Cart! burning 
virtually (ame to a halt after the law’ was passed. 
Now, protestors mail their curds to their draft boards. 
Twenty-six were prosecuted under the 1965 law’, 16 
convicted, 6 await trial and 2 were dismissed when 
defendants were convicted of other offenses and two 
others were dismissed when defendants were found 
mentally incompetent to stand trial. 
The near-unanimous vote of the court and its strong 
opinion in favor of the law should discourage future 
draft protest activity. Anti-war protestors know now 
they will not find a sympathetic forum if they take 
their cases to the Supreme Court. 


Life Triumphant 


Afflicted with blindness and deafness for all but 
the first 18 months of her long life of nearly 88 years, 
Helen Keller learned not only to speak and to lead but 
to write with a grace and facility that almost made 
one forget ber handicaps and the magnitude of her 
acx'ompHshment 
In a very real way, Helen Keller was not handi­ 
capped but privileged. It is those who possess and 
never appreciate the senses she was denied who are 
the handicapped ones. From the depths of her light­ 
less and soundless mind, she reached out and touched 
the world and saw and heard it more clearly than 
many who are unable to look beyond appearances 
or who have never been shorn of everything but the 
fundamental resources of their own inner selves. 
Helen Keller's triumphant life was also the triumph 
of her devoted teacher. Annie Sullivan, who led a 
frightened and angry little girl out of the darkness of 
incomprehensible chaos and a loneliness impossible 
to imagine into a light of awareness and self-under­ 
standing. 
Their story Is a classic of the human spirit’s 
refusal to submit to fate, no matter how seemingly 
insuperable the obstacles. It was and always will be 
an inspiration, not only to others similarly afflicted 
but to everyone who is ever told of Helen Keller.

America today is suffering 
the ill effects of an era in 
which la rite numbers of peo­ 
ple have taken to the streets 
in "marches’' and "demon­ 
strations’* that have led to 
riots and disorders with a 
consequent loss of life and 
damage to property. 
The act of an apparently 
d e r a n g e d individual, who 
killed 
Senator 
Robert 
F. 
Kennedy of New York in the 
midst 
of 
enthusiastic; sup- 
|K)rters. illustrates th# 
d a n 
ger that confronts the country 
when passions are aroused 
and persons of unbalanced 
mentality are permitted to 
move around without any re­ 
s t rai nt . 
Hundreds 
of 
thou­ 
sands of individuals have at 
one time or another been af­ 
flicted with mental illness, 
but there is no system of 
governmental supervision by 
which 
erratic 
persons 
are 
from time to time examined 
so that the potentially danger­ 
ous will not be allowed to 
possess guns or other weapons 
of destruction. 
The 
American 
people—in­ 
cluding non suppliers as well 
as sup|)orters of the New York 
Senator in his hid for the 
Democratic Presidential nom­ 
ination are shocked by the 
assasination. He had been ex­ 
ercising his right to speak on 
controversial questions — na­ 
tional and international- hut 
there seemingly are in all 
audiences nowadays persons 
who feel they have to use 
violence to give vent to their 
feelings. 
There arc many individuals 


whose anger and passions are 
aroused by what are called 
activists or 
"militant" 
ex- 
tremeists. On Tuesday of this 
week, 
"demonstrators" 
be 
sieged 
the 
Department 
of 
Justice demanding a hearing 
with the Attorney General at 
the United States. At first, 
he agreed to see a delegation 
of only 20 or 25 but later con­ 
sented to meet with a group 
of IOO.. One of those in at­ 
tendance said: 
"Mr. Ramsey Clark, you 
better tell the police to get 
their 
guns 
ready 
because 
we’re ready. . . . For every 
poor person killed, ten cities 
are gonna burn in flames. 
. . . If you think violence is 
going 
to 
stop 
us. you’re 
wrong." 
The speaker was not ar­ 
rested. nor were any of the 
others who for more than two 
hours 
showered the nation’s 
top 
law-enforcement 
officer 
with insults and threats. 
O n l y a few days ago, more­ 
over. 
the 
building which 
houses the Supreme Court of 
the United States- adjacent to 
the 
Capitol 
itself—was 
at­ 
tacked by "demonstrators." 
Some of them broke windows, 
and more than 400 sought to 
force an entrance. But noth­ 
ing was done about the dis­ 
turbance except to put a po­ 
lice cordon around the build­ 
ing. The idea seems to be to 
let "demonstrators" exercise 
the 
maximum 
"freedom.” 
This has an effect on other 
citizens who are watchers. 
It will be argued that there 
was no "demonstration’’ when 
Senator 
Kennedy 
was 
at­ 
tacked. The fact ii. however, 
that mentally deranged per­ 
sons with an inner desire to 
kill those with whom they dis­ 


agree seek to destroy the life 
of a person at a moment 
when he is being applauded. 
It is to be noted that nearly 
every one of the Presidential 
assassinations have occurred 
in public places and where 
crowds were surrounding the 
victim. President William Mc­ 
Kinley 
was 
shaking 
hands 
with a long line of tourists at 
the Pan-American Exposition 
in Buffalo, N. Y., in 1901 when 
a 
man of anarchist back­ 
ground appeared with a ban­ 
daged hand. It hid a pistol, 
and 
the 
assassin 
suddenly 
opened fire and fatally wound­ 
ed the Chief Executive. 
President John F. Kennedy 
was driving through streets 
lined with cheering crowds 
when the opportunity came to 
Lee Harvey Oswald, a man of 
unbalanced mind, to kill the 
35th President of the United 
States Now the brother of the 
late President Kennedy has 
been shot in the midst of a 
crowd by a man who is said 
to have cried out: "I did it 
for my country." 
Methods 
of 
safeguarding 
Presidents and other public 
figures in crowds have failed 
to be completely successful.l* 
It may he that no assured 
means of protection can be 
devised. But certainly a start • 
could he made if the sale of 
guns were regulated, and if 
purchasers had to get a li­ 
cense. Requirement for this 
should 
include evidence 
of 
mental stability as well as 
proof of an intention to use 
the gun for lawful purposes. 
Congress has been trying 
ss a gun control law, but 
as not put its finger on the 
real 
issue — the 
ease 
with 
which guns are bought by 
irresponsible persons. 


Editor’s Note: Drew Pear­ 
son’s column today takes the

Arnold Jr., in Los Angeles. 
June 5. 1968 
Dear George: 
This morning I got up early 
as usual to do some work and 
noticed that the UPI ticker 
in the other room was clatter­ 
ing away, which so early in 
the morning is not usual. I 
went in to see what had ex­ 
cited it and found that Sen­ 
ator Robert Kennedy had been 
shot. Already news bulletins 
were coming in from around 
the world expressing shock 
and bewilderment. Some of 
this reaction, noting that three 
prominent 
Americans 
had 
been shot in five years, won­ 
dered why. 
Have we become a nation 
where violence is a way of 
life? Other people are asking 
this about us It’s a question 
we must face. 
The tragedy Is that Senator 
Kennedy’s colleagues in the 
Senate have not faced it. Only 
last month they voted on the 
side of violence by refusing to 
pass an adequate gun control 
nill. And only last week the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee approved a policy of 
spending money for war and 
violence and of cutting back 
on schools, antipoverty and 
the things that would keep 
nonviolence. 
A Natloa of Violence 
I thought about all this as 
I read the news ticker report­ 
ing the tragic story of the 
assassination of Senator Ken­ 
nedy. I wonder whether we 
could really defend the charge 
of our critics that we have 
become a nation of violence. 
I remember the murder of 
M edlar Ever*, the leader of 
the NAACP in Mississippi who 
was shot from ambush. The 
man charged with his assas­ 
sination. Byron De La Beck- 
with, was twice tried, but the 
juries failed to convict. Many 
people in Mississippi seemed 
to approve the murder; so 
that Beckwith ran for Lieu­ 
tenant Governor and rolled up 
a sizeable vote. Hi* brother, 


Charles did not become bitter. 
He said the people must have 
love in their hearts, must rely 
on love not hate and he went 
out to work for better racial 
understanding. 
I think that is the key point 
that Americans must remem­ 
ber today. We must live and 
love and work by the rule of 
love, not violence and hate. 
So far, most of us haven’t 
done this. Of course, we can't 
legislate 
for 
love. 
Passing 
laws don’t help much. Love 
has to come from being with 
people and working with peo­ 
ple 
through 
schools 
a n d 
churches, 
clubs 
and 
labor 
unions. 
But we can legislate against 
hate and especially against 
the weapons of hate. Here 
again we haven’t done this. 
The Senate this spring de­ 
spring 
31 bill 
bated a gun control hill pro 
posed by President Johnson, 
but it got nowhere. 
The National Rifle Associa­ 
tion and other gun lobbyists 
were too strong. Members of 
the 
Senate 
are 
supposedly 
honorable, but some of them 
are also cowardly men. They 
put vote from pheasant hunt­ 
ers and sporting goods stores 
and rifle clubs ahead of the 
safety of presidents and the 
safety of the public. It was 
not that these senators con­ 
doned violence, it was that 
they wanted votes. So desnite 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy five years before 
and the murder of Dr. Martin 
Luther King only a few days 
before, they voted a gun con­ 
trol bill which is a sham. 
The man who led the fight 
against gun control was Sen­ 
ator Roman Hruska, the Ne­ 
braskan Republican. He was 
incorrigible in his stand that 
the right to shoot came ahead 
of the right of safety. But 
some other Senators joined 
him such as George McGov­ 
ern from the great pheasant 
state of South Dakota, Gale 
McGee from the big game 
state of Wyoming. Mike Mans­ 
field and Lee Metcalf from 
Montana, Muskie from Maine 
where they hunt Moose. Nel­ 
son and Proxmire of Wiscon­ 


sin, all Democrats, all Intel­ 
ligent senators. 
Roll Call for Violence 
Other senators who did not 
come 
from 
hunting 
states 
joined them, such as Scott of 
Pennsylvania. Hickenlooper of 
Iowa, Baker of Tennessee and 
Dirksen of Illinois, all Repub­ 
licans. Some day soon I am 
going to publish this signifi­ 
cant roll call. For the sen­ 
ators who voted for the wea­ 
pons of violence are going to 
live with it and answer to 
their children and to their 
consciences for a long time to 
come. One of the tragedies of 
that debate was that the gun 
lobby started a whispering 
campaign that the gun con­ 
trol bill would prevent white 
people from buying weapons 
to guard their homes against 
Negro rioters. The truth is 
that the rioters almost never 
attack the homes of white 
people. The casualty list of 
those killed and injured in 
race riots is nearly all black. 
Furthermore, the gun control 
bill which President Johnson 
urged on the Senate would not 
have interfered with the right 
of law abiding citizens to 
purchase guns. It would have 
prevented certain shipments 
across state lines and required 
guns to be purchased person­ 
ally. not 
by mail as Lee 
Harvey Oswald purchased the 
gun which murdered Presi­ 
dent Kennedy. 
Even so. a majority of the 
Senate voted no. So today 
some of our big cities are 
bristling 
arsenals 
of 
both 
Negroes and white bent x>n 
defending themselves not with 
better understanding but the 
weapons of hate. 
This is your last week of 
school. I know that you can't 
do much about these problems 
of hate and violence now. But 
some day you can. Someday 
you and the other boys who 
are 
graduating 
from 
high 
school will be able to do a 
great deal. I hope you will 
make this country a safer 
place than your fathers and 
grandfathers have made it 
today. 
Love, your grandfather. 


Democratic Process in Peril 
Contempt for Law, Rights Rise

Rebels against American so­ 
ciety find encouragement not 
alone in their own rising num­ 
bers but in the lessening re­ 
straints they and all Ameri­ 
cans encounter (May. 
The permissiveness of par­ 
ents is bow an old story. It 
extends to them as well as 
their children. Less and less is 
their voice heard in demand 
that people conform to rule 
and perform up to some rea­ 
sonable standard. 
Tolerance of misbehavior Is 
at an incredible level. Crimes 
like shoplifting or thefts from 
hotels are almost accepted by 
some people as normal con­ 
duct. 
Some of the young publicly 
decry the lack of morality in 
their elders, and then reduce 
the cry to utter hypocrisy by 
outstealing them, cheating the 
airlines 
by 
fasifying 
their 
age to gain youth fares, cyn­ 
ically 
misrepresenting their 
physical 
condition 
to 
draft 
boards, 
and 
forging 
docu­ 
ments of all sorts with aban­ 
don. 
The payment of penalty for 
offenses against the law is 
deemed by many to be some­ 
thing which can fairly be de­ 
manded only of the other fel­ 
low. If the call for amnesty 
by offending students at Co­ 
lumbia University stem s out­ 
rageous, it should be remem­ 
bered that countless Ameri­ 
cans want a kind of perma­ 
nent amnesty from charges 


for traffic violation, vandal 
ism, petty theft and similar 
offenses. 
The worst of all this is the 
steady growth of the notion 
that to demand better of the 
American citizen, of whatever 
age. is somehow to violate 
the fundamental precepts of 
democracy. 
Our democratic system does 
indeed seek to safeguard and 
dignify the individual, but its 
protections are in no way in­ 
tended to provide a shield for 
behavior which transgresses 
the law 
and tramples the 
rights of others. 
Liberty in their country it 
much more than the freedom 
to do what one wishes regard­ 
less of the consequenses. It is 
the guarantor of the response 
able free man. not the liber • 
tine who would break all con­ 
vention and defy all authority. 
Beyond question, the system 
we have must be responsive 
to the general pubbc will. And 
as the population grows, afflu­ 
ence increases and education 
flourishes more widely, that 
will must be fashioned from 
many, many more individual 
voices. 
In a world of ever swifter 
change, the mechanisms of 
democracy may seem painful­ 
ly slow and outdated. Obvious 
ly, they must be modernized 
to permit mucker response to 
an enlarged public will. 
It is something else again to 
call for the wrecking of the 
system, or to make impossible 
dema/ids 
upon 
it 
demands 
that either deal with matters 


beyond a democratic govern­ 
ment’s control or that could 
not be met without bringing on 
its own extinction. 
Examples of such demands 
are slogans like "End Racism 
Now," "Abolish the Military" 
or "Human Dignity for All." 
As Prof. James Q. Wilson of 
Harvard observes In a New 
York Times magazine article, 
conflict which is stirred over 
such demands is related most­ 
ly to symbolic values rather 
than 
to 
attainable specific 
goals. 
To the extent that conflict 
of this sort is pressed in ex­ 
treme and even violent ways, 
the democratic system is im­ 
periled. For those who lay im­ 
possible emands upon it plain­ 
ly seek to discredit and per­ 
haps to destroy it. 
Furthermore, extreme and 
violent 
pressure 
by 
rebels 
urging one set of impossible 
demands sooner or later will 
be met by some kind of coun­ 
terforce 
by 
competing 
ax- 
tremists with their own cata­ 
logue of impossible demands. 
Once the balancing spirit* of 
accommodation is weakened 
or lost, the minorities which 
must make up peaceful work­ 
ing majqrities become war­ 
ring minorities. Those who 
mistakenly argue that "vio­ 
lence works” because it some­ 
times seems to produce short- 
time gains will then learn the 
larger lesson that violence 
works only to beget violence 
and to wipe out the crucial 
values preserved by peaceful 
accommodation.

Leadership Problems

WASHINGTON—Leadership 
rivalries appear to be plagu­ 
ing the poor people's cam­ 
paign just as it promised to 
plague "the pharoahs in Con­ 
gress” for more aid to the 
worst off Americans. 
Leaders of I n d i a n s and 
Spanish-speaking 
Americans 
have conducted separate-but- 
equal 
demonstrations, 
aloof 
from the main body of march­ 
ers under the Southern Chris­ 
tian Leadership Conference. 
The Rev. Ralph David Aber­ 
nathy, Conference president, 
has switched field command­ 
ers and approved a step-up in 
the campaign pace. 
Hosea Williams, 42, an old 
standby in the organization 
once headed by the late Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., has 
taken over daily demonstra­ 
tions. 
Williams replaced the Rev. 
Jesse Jackson. 26. who was 
sent to Chicago to take charge 
of "action cadres” in 15 ma­ 
jor cities to support the Wash­ 
ington group in case its mem­ 
bers get jailed. 
Abernathy was reported to 
be displeased by Jackson’s 
dramatic tactic of sending 
about 150 marchers to lunch 
at the Agriculture Department 
cafeteria, running up a tab 
of $292.66 and then not pay­ 
ing it. At the time, Jackson 


said the bill would be com­ 
pared to the amount the na­ 
tion ow ed the poor to see who 
owed whom. 
Less than 24 hours later, 
however. Abernathy appeared 
with the money, in cash, to 
settle the account. 
Atty. Gen 
Ramsey Clark 
was reported to have threat­ 
ened to prosecute Jackson un­ 
less the bill was paid prompt 
ly. 
A 
Justice 
Department 
spokesman declined to com­ 
ment on the report. 
At any rate. Williams has 
taken over the most visible 
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role in the campaign—leader 
of the hundreds of demon­ 
strators who have so far vis­ 
ited Capitol Hill, the Supreme 
Court, Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare and 
the Justice Department. 
Clark refused to see the 
large crowd of 150 or more 
but sent word through an aide 
that he would welcome a dele 
gation of 20. The m arches 
rejected that compromise, i 
Earlier yesterday a group 
of Indians showed up in the 
lobby of the National Press 
Club to protest news coverage 
of their march on the Su­ 
preme Court last week. 
Indian 
leaders 
denount 
"sensationalism” and scor 
the absence of concern 
real problems of poverty. 
A Spanish speaking grc 
visited the Embassy of Mi

tol. 
Nonetheless. 
Rockefeller’s 
press secretary . Leslie Slote, 
told The Associated Press that 
the g ov ernor had "g iv en no 
thou g ht” to a su ccessor for Ken­ 
nedy . 
Under law, the g ov ernor is re­ 
qu ired to fill the v acant seat by 
appointment, althou g h the law 
does not prescribe when 
he 
mu st act. 
Cu stomarily , 
g ov ernors 
of 
New York and other states hav e 
waited at least u ntil after the 
fu neral of deceased senators be­ 
fore acting . 
Keating ’s name was among 
the first mentioned. The su g g es­ 
tion was that Rockefeller mig ht 
wish to retu rn him to the seat 
that Kennedy wrested from him 
in the 1964 election.

RFK--Rememb ered Here 


In 1 96 4 , Ro bert F. Kennedy walked briskly into a small priv ate dining ro o m at the 
Fallsv iew in Ellenv ille. I was there to greet him fo r, at the time, I was serv ing as co - 
chairman o f his Ulster Co unty campaign. In the picture abo v e, I stand to his left, and 
Freeman Spo rts Edito r, Charles J. Tiano , is at his right. 


Kennedy was in Ulster Co unty to v isit with his campaign suppo rters, to get clo se to 
the peo ple in this area and to giv e them the benefit o f his tho ughts. This was to be the 
y ear his po litical star was to rise. He was elected U.S. Senato r fro m New Yo rk State 
and his reco rd 5 00.000 v o tes to pped his bro ther’s 3 8 4 ,000 v o tes in the 1 96 0 presidential 
electio n. 


The issue that day in Septembef, 1 96 4 , was the same as in 1 96 8 — peace. “ The great 
issue o f o ur time is the maintenance o f peace . . . 
Kennedy to ld the Freeman staffers, 
and he nev er waiv ered fro m that stand. 


Ulster Co unty remembers Ro bert F. Kennedy and his death leav es a weariness,
